Prohibiting a person from knowingly wearing, carrying, or transporting a
firearm onto the real property of another unless the other has given certain
permission to the person or the public generally; and prohibiting a person from
knowingly wearing, carrying, or transporting a firearm within 100 feet of a
place of public accommodation.
